EngliMUne #1 1 , housing a tiger;, enclosure #9, housing 3 lions; enclosure housing a CdUgari enclosure *f14, 
housing a hger; anclosure #1 5. housing a cougar; endosure #17, housing a tiger; anclosura #isia, housing a tiger, 
and enclosure tf£0a, housing a cougar. 

Several of these frees lean against the Fence, while others angle twords fbe lence- While some ot these Trees ere 
curvantly small, as they grow they can becorne large enough to pose a threat lor potantial escape reutes. 

AJI ondosuras are batwean 1 1' 6 ' and 12' 7" in haighl. Endosura #2DA has a 2' kiok in that surrounds its enclosura, 
but none of the other enclofsures do. The facility shall remove trees that are close to primary enclosure lence or 
provide increased vertical height, kick-ins, or ttrps to the aFFected areas. A potentwl escape would invariably provide 
a rist^ to the wall-baing -or The lila el tha ahimal, arid, addilionally. a risk t-o the salaty ol iFte public.
